Russia Is Ready to Begin the Move- 
ment of Invasion. 


CAUSE OF THE CZAR’S GREAT HASTE TO

The British Fleet Cruising Near the Dar-

Loxspox, Sept. 2%.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch says that while the Geath of the Grand 
Duchess Alexandra is the ostensible and suf- 
fcient cause forthe Ozar hastening back to 
huossia, yet the hurry of his journey has 
created a general impression inthe Russian 
capital that affairs at Constantinople have a 
great deal to do with the anxiety of the Czar 
to be at home. Everything is ready for an 
edvance by land and sea toward the Turkish 
capital whenever the Czar gives the word 
and there is a nervous feeling that it may be 
given at any moment. 

The Russian army officers are known to be 
enxious forafight, and the present Czar, 
predecessors, has always great re- 
epectfor army sentiment. It was the Rus- 
sian army, without direct authority from 
the Czar, that pearly brought about a con- 
fict with Englend in 1£75 when the Czar re- 
pudiated and rewarded the action of his 
ofmcers, and the same desire to measure 
swords and wip promotion is stronger than 
ever.

ALL FOR ANNEXATION. 


EFFECT OF THE BREACH BETWEEX MERCIER 
* AND LIEUT.-GOV. ANGERS. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 2%.—On account of the 
breach between Lieut.-Gov. Angers and 
Premier Mercier, political affairs in the prov- 
ince are fast approaching a crisis. It is more 
than probable that serious trouble will en- 
sue. The French newspapers are inflaming 
the people with vehement dGenunciation. 
They declare that the pressure from Ottawa 
to force Mercier out of the political neld win 
be resented, and threats of annexation to 
the United States that are heard on all sides 
show in what direction they will seek to off- 
set Angers. 

At Winsor, O@tario, prominent citizens 
have organized the Continental Club, with 
the object of promoting annexation to the 
United States. In the platform of principles 
the club refers to the slow increase of popu- 
lation of the Dominion and the enormous in- 
crease in taxes as compared with the States. 
The club calls the enormous railroad ex- 
penses a failure, and believes that annexa- 
— means a rapid influx of American cap!l- 
Mr. Pacaud, editor of L’ Electeur, who, it is

WHIPPED BY A MOB. 


A Woman Tied to a Post and Beaten by 
Indiana White Caps. 


FIFTY BLOWS WITH STICKS ON HER 
NAKED BODY. 


Horribly Brutal Work Near the Village of 
Bird’s Eye—Other Women Warned by 
the Maskers—Murdered by His Half 
Brother—Convict Gray’s Strange Case— 
Ten Men to Hang. 


Brap’s Ere. Ind., Sept. 26.—This county is 
once more disgraced by mob work, which is 
Goubly disgracefulin that it is perpetrated 
upon a defenseless woman. Mrs. Harmon, a 
woman of rather loose character, lived at 
Mentor, one mile west of bere. Last night 
she was visited by a body of thirty men, who 
tied her to a post near her house and applied 
Ofty lashes to her bare body. 

After performing their work they called 
upon another woman, Mrs. Freeman, of like 
character, and warned her to leave the place 
within twenty-four hours or they would treat 
her to the same dose. She immediately de- 
parted. 

Then the White Caps called upon Jacob 
Sapenfiela and ordered him to visit Mrs. Har- 
mon, untie her and publish to the nighbors 
on penalty of twenty-five lashes what they 
had done, and that they had whipped the 
Harmon woman because of her bad name. 

When Sapenfield reached the helpless 
woman he found ber tied toa post, naked, 
with the exception of one undergarment, 
which was turned over her head. Her body 
was torn from head to foot, asif bya knife, 
one terribie wound bleeding from every pore, 
while across her abdomen was a deep gash 
twelve inches long and so deep as to leave 
the bowels exposed and scattered around 
were the great hickory withes with which 
the woman had been flayed. 

No one knows who composed the mob, nor 
whence they came, though nearly every citi- 
zen in town saw them bythe lightof the 
moon. Thecommunity is enraged that such 
an awful thing should be perpetrated in their 
midst. 

Mrs. Harmon and her daughter were 
whipped in Birds Eye two years ago, just be- 
fore they moved to Mentor. 


LOOTED THE TOWN. 


CITIZENS IN PURSUIT OF THE SAN ANTONE (MO.)

St. JosEru, Mo., Sept. %.—Shortiy after 12 
o’clock Thursday night a band of armed men 
invaded the littie village of San Antone, 
seven miles east ofhere, and robbed every 
store ia the town. The men worked quietly, 
but speedily, and the Orst intimation had of 
the visit was yesterday morning when Henry 
Closs, who keeps a general store, came down 
to open up. His place of Dusiness had been 
gutted completely, not enough groceries and 
Clothing being left to fit out a smal! family. 
On the alarm being given it was discovered 
that the post-office had been robbed and every 
ounce of mail matter, including a large num 
ber of registered letters, carried oc. Two 
hardware stores and a Diacksmith shop in 
addition were found to have been looted, 
everything they contained being carried of. 

The stuf taken, which comprised the entire 
stock in trade of every merchant in the 


village, must have been loaded into wagons | 


and driven into the deep woods surrounding 
the place. From thence the thieves evidently 
expected to get it into St. Joseph or Kansas 
City.

DIED IN A STRANGE LAND. 

Lon box, Sept. 26.—A sad scene occurred at 
Waterloo Station yefterday afternoon.

CHICAGO, ni., Sept. 2#.—A morning paper 
says: There is no corn in the country. The 
great bulk of the visible supply is tied up in 
the S. V. White & Co. failure. Had that one 
broker added 500,000 bushels more to his 
7,000,000 bushels of cash corn, actually paid 
for, he would have practicaily owned the 
visible supply ofcorn of the United States 
and Canada and could have set his own 
price on it. The cash necessary to have 
made that purchase possible would have 
been less than $255,000. The amount he had 
invested in the cash article was $4,200,000. 
To have cornered corn would have taken not 
over $4,500,000. 

The visible supply at Oanadian ports at ‘the 
time of the break was less than 50,000 bushels. 
To make the situation more striking, it is now 
cropping out that Chicago shipping firms 
generally carrying from 2,000,000 to 38,000,000 
bushels of corn at this time of year, are al- 
most entirely out. When the market broke 
Eastern dealers and jobbers, in anticipation 
of the failure of the corner, had refused to 
stock up, waiting for the large holdings to be 
thrown on the market. This has not been 
done asthey expected, and they have but 
little grain with which to fill their orders 
from abroad. To make good the deficit it is 
estimated that it will take the greatest part 
of the Chicago stock, and consequently only 
a small amount will be appli icable on October 
contracts or for export from this point. 

The estimated receipts for October are 
placed at 200 cars a day, while the export de- 
mand at New York alone has taken 2,000,000 
bushels of corn since last Saturday, and im- 
porters say thereis every probability of an 
increase in the demand on a basis of present 
prices. 

**Professionals, who have shorted October 
corn, said a prominent broker, in antici- 
pation of a sale of bankrupt stock, are begin- 
ning to see the weakness of their position 
and will probably be active competitors with 
the legitimate trade for what little corn there 
will be for sale. 

One board of trade firm declared that out of 
100 houses in the principal towns throughout 
the country, they were unable to buy a car 
load of corn all told yesterday. Other firme 
find the difficulty and account forthe ue ad- 
vance on both September and October corn 
on that score. 

Local industries, such as starch factories, 
hominy mills, distilleries, glucose works and 
kindred manufacturers in IIlinois and In- 
diana are coming to Chicago to buy the cash 
corn which they usually purchase direct 
from country points. Owing to White's Sep- 
tember deal, andthe high prices ruling in 
Chicago ten days ago, the available supplies 
were shipped here instead of going in their 
usual channels. The gap between the break 
in the corner and the consequent entangle- 
ment of so big a bulk as 7,000,000 bushels of 
corn in litigation leaves the country practi- 
cally without a grain until the new crop be- 
gins to come,

PRONOUNCED A BULL STORY. 

The rumors that all the old corn in the 
country has been tied up in consequence of 
the White failure, and that there will 
be no supply avallable until the new 
crop comes in receives little credence 
on Change in St. Louis. It is regarded en- 
tirely as a bull story emanating from Chi- 
cago, and circulated with the object of caus 
ing a rise in prices. The same tale was cur- 
rent last spring, and since that time 
20,000.000 bushels of corn have been 
shipped. When the syndicate led dy 
W bite attempted to corner September corn 
they acted on thistheory, which has been 
proved to be ill-founded. It is well under- 
stood on Change that the failure was caused 
not so much by the amount of corn already 
sent to market as by the knowledge that a 
—＋ additional quantity was ready 
or shipment. Had the amount been small, 
arrangements could have been made to carry 
it. How great the amount is no one is pre- 
pared tosay, but the opinion is universal 
that there is no danger of corn Deing tied up 
until the new crop is ready for the market, 
and contrary reports are put down as bull 
rumors.

IN THE FIRE’S PATH. 


Ruined Farms und Burned Buildings on 
Northwest Prairies. 


TOWNS AND VILLAGES THREATENED BY 


Sr. Pau, Minn., Sept. 26.—Wild fire is still 
sweeping over the prairies of the Northwest. 
Dispatches from various points show that 
past years have never witnessed fres of such 
magnitude as are now devouring property. 
In the region of Hinckley the whole country 
has been swept by the flames, and every- 
thing has been burned outside of the towns 
except a few lumber camps here. 

Thousands of tons of hay on lowlands win 
be destroyed. Reports from the southwest 
along the line of the Great Northern say the 
danger seems to be over unless there is a 
heavy wind again. The fire is burning 
northward towar d Superior and is said to be 
in the vicinity of Partridge and Kerry. 

At Oak Park and Princeton, the people 
were obliged to turn out en masse to fight 
away the fires. In both instancesthey were 
successful. On every side of Milacathe fires 
are still burning. Nothing buta heavy rain 
will take away all fears. 

After a long and brave fight with the 
forest fire the people in Kanabre County are 
feeling relieved. The high wind has gone 
down and no further dangers are antict- 
pated in the settled portion ofthe county. 
So far as heard no lives have been lost. 
The new bridge across the Knife River was 
burned and several lumbering camps with 
valuable kits. Thefire is working its way 
north and damage to standing pine will 
amount to thousands of dollars. several 
houses at Mille Lacs Lake were destroyed. 

A Dispatch special from Turtle Lake this 
morning says the village is entirely sur- 
rounded by the flames, which are licking up 
everything. Word has reached the village 
that the family of Mr. Nesse, a farmer living 
a short distance out of town, consisting of 
himself, his wife and several small children, 
were hemmed in by the flames, and they are 
no doubt burned to deathasno help could 
reach them.

MRS. VAIL’S INSURANCE. 


A Case Which Will Establish a Precedent 
—Federal News. 


The Vall tragedy, which began with the 


death of Mary F. Vail, wife of Charles T. Vall, 


Feb. 11, 1890, and which occupied the public 
attention so largely until the trial of Vall on a 
charge of killing his wife to get 


the insurance on her lifé, which trial resulted 
ina hung jury, is brought beforethe public 
notice once more by a case in the United 
States Court. The case is thatof L. Claud 
McElwee, administrator of the estate of Mary 

Vail, against the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. This is a suit to ‘collect 
$5,000 insurance on the life of Mrs. Charles 
F. Vail, whose husband's second trial on a 
charge of killing her is set for Oct. 6, in the 
Oriminal Court. The present case was not 
heard to-day, the attorneys not being ready, 
and by a coincidence it goes over until Oct. 2, 
causing the two trials to 
heard in the same iweek—the one 
that of a man tried for his life on a charge of 
murdering his wife, and the other a claim 
for 5. 0 asked to be paid to the adminis- 
trator ofthe dead woman’s estate for the 
benefit of her le heirs, which in this in- 
stance would be the husband charged with 
her killing. 

Another peculiar feature in the matter is 
the fact that one of the lawyers who assisted 
in the prosecution of all at his first 
trialisin the present case attorney for the 
pla intiſck. The same legal talents are em- 
ployed to force the insurance company to 
pay over the money for Vail’s benefit, that 
were used totryto have him hanged on the 
charge that he killed his wite in order to ob- 
tain this money. The attorney is ex-Gov. 
Charlies P. Johnson. His brother, Mr. John 
D. Johnson, represented the firm in the case 
before Judge Thayer to-day. The petition 
sets forth the fact of the issuance of 
the 8 to Mary F. Vall on Aug. 5, 
1899, six months before she met her death. 
The licy was on the tontine plan, to ex- 
pire Aug. 5, 1909. co death is also alleged 
and the fact that Bhe died intestate, leaving 
no issue. The administrator, therefore, 
asks for a judgment for the amount of the 
policy, $5,000, together with interest at the 
rate of 10 per cent and costs. 

The reasop of the delay in presenting the 
matter tothe court is the fact that the at- 
torneys are endeavoring to agree upon a 
stipulation of facts to presented to the 
court, They have agreed upon some points, 
but not all. Mr. F. N. Judson represents the 
insurance company. In the event of an 
agreed statement of facts being arrived at 
by the attorneys no evidence will be 
taken in the case, but the matter will be sub- 
mitted to the Court on points of law. 

The case meee uponafine point of law. 
The policy reads that the money is to be paid 
to the children of Mrs. Vail or their 
**‘executors, administrators or assigns.’’ 
The insurance people hold that as Mrs. Vail 
died without having any children, the policy 
lapges. and the money remains with the in- 
su c company.

Minors, 


THE SALOON QUESTION LAID OVER FOR 
ANOTHER YEAR. 


The Sovereign Grand Lodge Adjourns 
Sine Die at 8 O'Clock This Afternoon 
and the Delegates Will Depart To- 
Night for Home—Work Done at Y ester- 
day Afterncon’s Session. 


At the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
of Odd Fellows, at Addington’s Hall 
this morning, very little busi- 
ness was transacted. The constitutional 
amendment providing for admission into the 
order of youths of 18 years was defeated by a 
vote of 107 to 58, the neces- 
sary three-fourths vote not having 
been obtained. This measure has 
been before the Sovereign Grand Lodge for 
several years, and has assumed various 
phases, an entering wedge having been 
sought in the guise of admission of 
sons and brothers of Odd Fellows and 
sons of Daughters of Rebekah, all of which 
propositions have been invariably rejected. 
The lodge also decided to postpone for a year 
consideration of the liquor ques- 
tion. The effect of this will 
be to leave saloon-keepers eligible for a year 
to come. 

SMOOTHED OVER. 

At the afternoon session yesterday the 
memorial of Franklin Ellis asking for justice 
from the Sovereign Grand Lodge for his 
deposition and arrest by Lieut.-Gen. John OC. 
Underwood, because of a mistaken order, was 
given to a committee, who reported 
that Mr. Ellis had been done no 
wrong. The Grand Lodge amended their 
report so as to exonerate Mr. Ellis.

Robinson has been as reserved as Hale was 
open and frank. Occasionally men have 
pointed out a beautiful woman, with large 
black eyes and a complexion so soft and vel- 
vety as to attract attention, who gat alone in 
a box at the Casino. 

That's Mrs. Robinson, one would say. 
**You know Hale? No? de. Every body 
else in New York does. Well, he hasspenta 
fortune on his wife; sends her to Saratoga 
and Newport or anywhere else she wants to 

Does he gotoo? No. He's gota barrel 
of money, but Coney Island is good enough 
tor him. He's one of the boys. No bigger- 
hearted man ever lived. I' bet that 5,000 
men owe him over $50 apiece. 

All this domestic felicity was destroyed yes- 
terday. Mr. and Mrs. Robinson are no longer 
ene. He was away several days and returned 
suddenly, to find that she, too, had been 
away. An investigation caused him to make 
a still hunt for ‘‘Bob’’ Lowrey, the young son 
of Commodore Lowrey. and a youth of 22. It 
was Robinson’s openly expressed threat to

87, 
goods transported under bond, which from 
any cause are not duly and promptly entered 
for rewarehousing on arrival at the port of

from the date of importation it must be sold 
in the manner described by the Department’s 
regulations.

Mrs. Laura Peck Says Mrs. Heberer Was 
Driven to Suicide. 


SHE WAS NOT INSANE, BUT JEALOUS OF 
A SERVANT. 


Mr. Heberer Testifies That There Was No 
Cause for Jealousy and That He Be- 
lieved His Wife Demented—Another 
Trusty Escapes From the Work-House 
— Boar ding-Heuse Robbed. 


A startling statement, which coincides with 
the stories told by neighbors regarding the 
death of Mrs. Otto Heberer, was made by her 
sister, Mrs. Louisa Peck, in her 
sworn testimony before the Cor - 
oner at the ingu un this morning. 
Mrs. Heberer was the ife of the butcher, 
Otto Heberer, at 2617 South Broadway, and 
took arsenic last Thursday morning after ad- 
ministering it to her three children. Mrs. 
Peck says she saw her sister, Mrs. Heberer, 
four months ago at her house and found her 
gloomy and despondent. She said she was 
no more than a scrub girl about 
the house and had to do what 
Lizzie Graaf, the hired girl, was 
employed to do and further that the servant 
ordered her about and compelled her to do 
whatever shetold her. Ifshe would make 
any reply or protest, Mrs. Heberer said, her 
husband would take the servant girl’s part. 
This was morethan shethought she could 
bear. Up tothe time that Lizzie Graaf made 
her appearance at the house, 
Mrs. Heberer and her husband lived 
happily together and quarrels were few and 
far between. The girl was thecause ofall 
the trouble and unhappiness and though she 
told her husband so and begged of him to 
dismiss her, he refused to do so. She could 
stand it no longer she said, and told her 
sister she intended to take her 
life and the lives of her 
children because she could not ve 
happily with her hushand, and would not 
leave her children with him for the Graaf 
girl to abuse after her death. 

think, said Mrs, Peck, ‘‘that ay ister 
took poison and gave poison to her children 
on account of the hfred girl, Lizzie Graaf, 
and I do not think my sister was insane. 

Mr. Heberer, the husband, told how he dis- 
covered his children had been poisoned and 
of finding his wife in the cellar. N 
the strained relations between himself and 
wife, he said he never knew her to be jealous 
of any one. He had lived happily with her 
during the ten years of ma life and 
she always appeared to be in good spirits. 
He did not think she was jealous of Lizzie 
Graaf, and his wife had never told him she 
did notlike her. He did not know why she 
took poison, but believed she did it while in- 
sane, as she often aye demented since 
she was hurt in a fall twoand a half years 
ago. For two days before taking the poison she 
complained of pains in the head and it 
brought on a state of dementia during which 
she took the poseon, 

A verdict of suicide by arsenical poisoning 
was rendered. 


Another Trusty Escapes. 


The regular semi-monthly escape of a 
prisoner from the Work-house occurred yes- 
terday afternoon and the detectives are scour- 
ing the city for the fugitive. As usual, 
the fugitive wasa ‘‘trusty’’ about the place 
and enjoyed the freedom of the entire 
grounds. He is Thomas Hogan, a character 
who was beginning to earn a crook’s reputa- 
tion with the police when he was caught 
stealing from Fred Murphy of #08 North 
Broadway and Walter Lee of 3946 Lee avenue. 
In the Court of Criminal Correction last June 
he entered a plea of guilty to petit larceny, 
and was sentenced to six months at hard 
labor.

M’KINLEY’S CAMPAIGN “FAKE.” 

The WoRLD of Thursday last contains a 
complete exposure of the tin-plate fraud 
practised at Piqua, O., for the benefit of 
the Republican campaign in Ohio. As 
Maj. MoKIntey was the expected bene- 
ficiaty of the fraud and became its prin- 
cipal victim, that eminent champion of 
protection is placed in as ridiculous and 
humiliating a position as his bitterest 
enemy could desire. 

The scheme was originated and executed 
by President Hens of the Cincinnati Cor- 
rugating Co., who thought it would afford 
a brilliant climax tothe celebration in 
honor of McKINL#Y at Piqua to have the 
eminent statesman preside at the manu- 
facture of some tin-plate in the company’s 
works there, and to have struck off in 
commemoration of this triumph of pro- 
tection campaign badges made of the tin 
plates, which should be the sign and seal 
of the glorious fruits of the McKinley 
tariff. The programme was carried out. 
MoKINLEY saw the plates dipped in the 
molten metal, and under the inspiration of 
the moment burst into an eloquent eulogy 
of that policy which has relegated Provi- 
dence to a back seat and enabled Americans 
to become rich off of each other. The 
badges containing the soul-stirring line, 
Made of Ohio steel and California tin, 
Piqua, 1891. McKINiey and Protection, 
were made and distributed to arouse the 
enthusiasm of the admiring masses. 

Now it appears that the tin-plate, over 
the manufacture of which McKINLEY 
grew eloquent, was an egregious fraud. 
President Hicks borrowed the lead with 
which to coat it from a Democratic neigh- 
bor. He confesses that the plate is not 
tin-plate at all, but only a poor quality of 
terne-plate covered with lead mixed with 
a little tin and run through the rollers to 
give ita Welsh polish. Maj. McKINLEY 
eulogized a bare-faced trick as the fruit of 
protection, and has been made the butt for 
scornful laughter in the house of his 
friends.

BLACKEMAILING GOVERNMENT CLERKS. 


The following letter, signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Ohio Re- 
publican Committee, has found its way 
tothe public. Itis dated Sept. 3, 1991:

such cases as this. The purpose of the law 
was to protect the earnings of Government 
employes from politicians’ raids and to 
purify the civil service of partisan taint. 
The purpose of this letter is to intimidate 
and blackmail helpless men, to divert the 
Government service to partisan uses and 
make every servant of the people a parti- 
ceps criminis in a disgraceful outrage. 

Civil service reform is one of the issues 
of the campaign. The Republican bosses,

“PETTICOAT PULLS.” 


“Suspect” Influence in the School Board 
to Be Exposed. 


THE FULL STORY OF THE PUBLIO SCHOOL 
SCANDAL AWAITING NARRATION. 


Detaile of Cases of Flagrant Immorality 
Among Directors and Lady “‘Suspects”’ 
Will Be Given—Charges Against the 
Board Thoroughly Supported—The Un- 
masking of the Evil. 


In its exposure Of the public school scandal 
the Post-DisPaTon is now searing the 
critical moment that always arrives in the 
inevitable sequence of a systematic attack 
upon an established evil. 

That moment is strikingly similarto the 
dramatic onein the progress of a surgical 
operation, when the surgeon, knife in hand, 
arrives at the point where itis necessary to 
lay bare the diseased spot upon which he ts 
to operate in order to restore health to the 
rest of the body. 

Tue fact of the existencéof the disease 
having been established, and the necessity 
for heroic treatment in its removal recog- 
nized, there remains but one thing to be 
done. 

The cancer must de uncovered to the light 
of day, the knife must be used, the work of 
cutting away the one poison - breeding spot 
must be carried to its only merciful concie- 
sion. 

Otherwise the surgeon’s discovery of the 
disease has been in vain, his diagnosis a 
farce, his skill useless, his duty to humanity 
not performed, his proclamation of the ex- 
istence of the cancer a neediess cruelty. 

The Post- Dis raren has exposed a scandal 
which is corrupting the School Board in that 
especial feature of its system which should 
be freest from all possible material for scan- 
dal. The invéstigation and exposure were 
brought about by a startling suggestion, 
emanating from the two highest officials of 
the School Board, that lady teachers of the 
public schools should, on occasion, be spied 
upon by paid detectives for evidences and 
proofs of immorality. 

The real scandal developing from that as- 
tonishing proposition was that there are 
flagrant cases of charged immorality among 
certain lady teachers and certain school di- 
rectors, which have never been investigated, 
and which the board evidently intends hever 
shall be investigeted. 

THE REAL SCANDAL. 

The real scandal in the public schools is the 
existence of a ‘‘petticoat pull’’ based on the 
impure influence of those facts of immoral- 
ity, which enable the lady teachers posses- 
sing those ‘‘pulis’’ to control promotion, 
advancement and preference with invariable 
certainty. 

Under thie blight of this ‘‘petticoat pull“ 
the 1,500 good women who compose the great 
body of the — 5 — school cor of lady 
teachers are helpless and handicapped in 
their chosen career. They find that with the 
School Board, which holds within its grasp 
all the possibilities of their advancement in 
lite, promotion, like kissing, goes by favor. 
And they find, unfortunately, that favor, the 
favor of a School Director, is a thing so costly 
toa woman as to be almost beyond estimate. 

Between these two alternatives, of re- 
linguishing all ambition in their life work, 
or of paying the School Board price of a ‘‘ pet- 
ticoat pull, halt the lady teachers of the St. 
Louis public schools. One of them, writing 
to the Post-DisPaTcu yesterday, said: 

You are right about the potency oa“ pull.“ 
ter one energetic friend among directors than 
superintendents. Hav you such a friend your 
capital is forthcoming, for ne principal will offend 
by failing ae er'y label a teacher who has a 
pull. Then Mr. Long must sustain the principal's 
marking. 

The truth and significance of this lady 
teacher’s statement is particularly well 
known to certain School Board directors. 
The fact of the value of their influence to the 
young lady teachers of the public schools is 
one of the most cherished perquisites of a 
position in the board. And evidence in the 
case s to show that certain directors 
work that perquisite for all it is worth. 

The lady teacher quoted above also writes: 
‘*T rejoice you are so near the truth. The 
Post-DiIsPaTos is not only near the truth, it 
is in possession of it. 

It is upon the whole truth, gained by swift 
and persistent investigation, that the Post- 
DIsPaTCH bases its charge that a great scan- 
dal now exists, unrebuked and uninvesti- 
gated, in the School Board. And the time 1s 
near at hand when the whole truth will be 
told by tue Post-DisPatcon and the public 
school scandal be left in the hands of the 
people of Sst. Louis for its final disposition. 

The School Board sensation recetved its 
initial attention in the last SUNDAY PostT- 
DISPATCH. It hag been followed up by dally 
investigation and exposure since that time. 
It will be cl to-morrow’s SUNDAY 
Post- Dieratce by a statement of the facts 
upon which all the Post-Disratcn charges 
have been based. 

The Post-DitsPaTcH has charged that open 
seandals, involving eertain school directors 
and certain lady teachers, exist unrebuked in 
the board, and are so freely discussed as to 
have become ‘‘matters of tradition.’’ 

It has charged that infamous ‘‘petticoat 

ulis, bas upon those scandalous rela- 
tons, exist in the board, ahd secure promo- 
tion for their female possessors at the ex- 
pense of better women. 

It has charged that President Miller of the 
School Board acknowledged the necessity of 
secret espionage of lady teacher ‘*suspects’’ 
on occasion to the extent of having put the 
secret service system into execution. 

It has charged that Supt. Long, despite his 
advocacy of spying upon lady teachers on 
occasion, has suppressed sworn evidence 
against one lady teacher who was accused of 
immorality. 

These are the charges which the SunDaYr 
Posr-Disraren proposes to prove. It will 
prove them in the face ofthe indig- 
nant denials of school directors 
that any whisper of scandal 
has ever been heard in the board, or that 
such a thing asa 8 pull’’ ever had 
an existence.

BOARDING-HOUSE TRUST. 


Watering-Place Prices Confront the Stu- 
dents of Yale Oollegs. 


New HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 26.—While the 
students of Yale were enjoying their sum- 
mer vacation their landladies got together 
and the result is a regular first-class board- 
lug - house trust. Now the students—1, 800 of 
them—are back and watering- place prices 


confront them. There is consternation on 
the campus andthe air is filled with anathe- 
mas, with the landladies of New Haven as 
the text. For decent table- board the student 
must pay an average of $7 per week, while if 
he is at all fastidious and wants a few of the 
comforts of home he must surrender $8, $9 or 
even $10 of his father’s hard-earned money 
once a week. 

There are very few restaurants at all desir- 
able, and the studentsare atthe mercy of 
the landladies. The prices since last year 
have risen at least $2 on an average, and this 
means much to hundreds of students. Be- 
sides this matter of table-board there is the 
matter of rooms. On the campus there are 
but rooms and for these there are over 
eight hundred academic petitioners. The 
result is that between five and six hundred 
are obliged tothrow themselves upon the 
town. 

Rooms anywhere near the campus have 
risen enormously in price. There are many 
instances of from $6 to ss being charged for 
rooms little larger than a good-sized state 
room on a Sound boat. The student who is 
not wealthy must practically live in the 
suburbs. The faculty are powerless. They 
say the college 1s poor and the only solution 
is donations of three or four new dormitories 
by the 8 alamni. It is likely there 
will be a combined petition to the faculty 
from all the departments for an eating 
‘*‘commons,’’ similartothose maintained at 
Harvard, where, by this co-operation, the 
students are fed well at a price whith never 
goes above Ka week. A building for stich a 
purpose will soon be avallabie as the old 

ymnasium will soon be given up,the new 
building being nearly completed.

Weather Prophet Foster Predicts One 
for St. Louis Next Friday. 


SIDE-SHOW OF A CONTINENTAL STORM 
FROM THE WEST. 


Weather Officer Hamimon Shakes His 
Head Doubtfully, aa He Has No Faith 
in Foster’s Forecaste—The Oold Wave 
Billed for St. Louis Sidetracked on the 
Way—Weather Reports by Telegraph. 


On1cago, III., Sept. 2%.—A special dispatch 
from St. Joseph, Mo., says Weather Proptiet 
Foster makes these predictions :“‘A remarkable 
period of great storms will occur during the 
first half of October, that will be surpassed 
only by those that will occur in March, 1892. 
There will be three storm-waves during this 
storm period, which will cross the Continent 
from West to East along the usual storm cen- 
ter routes. The first of these storm waves 
will be most severe inthe Mississippi Valley 
and the last on the Atlantic Coast. The first 
will be due to leave the Pacific Coast about 
Sept. 80, cross the Rocky-Allegheny Valley 
from Oct. 1 to 8, and reach the Atlantic 
Coast about the 4th. On tue 2 
the storm wave will cross the 
Mississippi River not far from St. Louis 
and will then be of very considerable force in 
Hilinote and Missouri. Accompanying this 
storm wave may be expected tornadoes, 
cloud-bursts, hafl and severe gales and 
within one or two days following it killing 
frosts will visit most localities in latitude 36, 
with a strong probability of frosts much 
South. Hurricanes will develop great force 
on the North Atlantic at this time, but I can- 
not give their exact location, but they will 
probably be not far east of the West Indies. 
These hurricanes will become very fierce 
along the Atlantic Coast from Oct. 1 to Oct. 
18. These October storms will indicate what 
the coming winter will be. I expect very 
great storms from Oct. 1 to the last of March, 
and if this period of storms covering the first 
half of October proves to be of more than 
usual force, it will indicate that I have not 
miscalculated the weather, and we may 
then confidently expect a very cold, severe 
and stormy winter, setting in quite early. 
Saturn will pasé his equinox the last of Octo- 
ber,and to that influence I attribute the great 
increase of storms since the middle of last 


May.’’ 


Observer Hammon of the Weather Bureau 
is very skeptical in regard to Foster’s pre- 
dictions. He does not fiatly deny the fore- 
casts, but he says that any man who under- 
takes to foretell the state of the weather for 
a greater period than a week is puilding his 
prophesies on a vety unsubstantial founda- 
tion, in fact, guessing, pure and simple. 
Mr. Hammon further said that while in 
the East on his vacation he read a 
prediction of Foster that had a frost on 
the programme for the central region on 
Sept. 17, which day distinguished itself for 
its excessive heat. r. Hammon does sot 
Claim to be an astronomer, but he thinks 
that Saturn should influence the entire globe, 
instead of restricting its field of action tc the 
central part of the United States. 

MR. HAMMOD’S SCEPTICISM. 

Mr. Hammon is also very dubious 
about the — increase of 
storms since the middie of last 
May, and bases his doubts upon statistics for 
this year and lastyear. In May, 1890, there 
were fifteen rainy days, anda precipitation 
of 56.81 inches of rain. There were eleven 
rainy days in June ot the same year witha 

recipitation of 3.18 inches, four rainy days 
In July with a fall of 87; six ral Gays in 
August with 2.43 inches of rain; ten rainy 

in September, with 1.8 inches 
rain. In the ae 
months of the r year, May had seven 
rainy days with 2.73 inches of precipitation; 
June, fifteen rainy days, with a fall of 6.97 
inches; July, six rainy days, and 1.50 inches; 
August, twelve rainy days that let drop 2.75 
inches of rain, and the present month is 
credited with two rainy days and a fall of .45 
inches. As the rain always accom- 
nice the storms, there does not appear 
eg ave been an excess of storms 
by any means. A strong point which Mr. 
Hammon makes is the absence in tue pres- 
ent year of all instances of excessive precipt- 
tation, that is a fall ot 1 inch or more in an 
hour, or of 24% inches in twenty-four hours, 
while in 1890 there were two ‘‘excessive pre- 
cipitation’’ days, May 18 2.23 inches fell in 
fifty minutes, and on May 28 1.50 fell in one 
hour and a half. 

That cool area which has been hovering in 
the West and the Northwest, and which was 
billed to reach St, Louis in full force, has ap- 
parently sent only an off-shoot to appease 
the suffering thousands that have been in 
St. Louis for the past two weeks. 

THIS MORNING'S RETURNS. 

The returns this morning from the different 
stations show a slight rise inthe tempera- 
ture in the region of the Dakotas and Mon 
tana, where yesterday morning there was 
a frost, with a rapidly lowering 
temperature in the lake region d in Oan- 
ada. Mr. Hammon predicte for the 
twenty-four hours beginning this mornin 
fuir weather, stationary temperature, wit 
variable winds. There is a prospect of rain, 
but the conditions are so vaciliating that the 
observer will not give a direct forecast of 
rain. There was rain yesterday in 
New Mexico. To-day there is, or has been, 
rain in Central Kansas, Nebraska and Texas, 
and the tendency of the showers is slowly 
toward the East. Thisrain area may come 
like a wet blanket and quench the parched 
territory in and around St. Louis. However, 
rain falls only where there is moisture to be 
absorbed and the entire Western country is 
so arid from the long drouth that the rain- 
clouds may linger, and perhaps dissolve 


without ever coming to the city’s relief.

A remarkable exhibitioh was given thi; 
morning at the st. Louis College of Phys:. 
elans and Surgeons at Jefferson avenue and 
Gamble street by Senor Normand, , 
Spaniard, who has very few, if any, equals 
as a contortionist. One of His feats this 
morning was caleulated to make the 
physicians and students present 
shudder and wonder how he could 
give such à performance and live afterward. 
This consisted in stretching his neck a, 
though it were made of rubber and the; 
swinging it around and back and forth fr 
the fashion of a ball attached toa piece 91 
rubber, This was the most amazing tea: 
but there were others almost as remarkable. 
Normando demonstrated that his muscles, 
veins and ligiments, not to speak 
of his bones, were certainly not 
constructed on thie same plan as those of the 
ordinary man. He came to the city a few 
days ago and gave an exhibition before Dr. 
Wm. F. Thornton, the demonstrator of 
anatomy, and Dr. Ohman Dumesni!, pro. 
fessor of dermatology of the st. Louis Col. 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons. They pro- 
nounced his performances marvelous and 
arranged to have him repeat his exhibition 
beford the faculty and students of the coi. 
lege. 

* INTERESTED SPECTATORS. 

The performance began at 10 o’clock inthe 
large auditorium of the college. Dr. A. 8. 
Barnes, the Dean, most of the professors and 
about one hundred and seventy students 
were present. Normando appeared before 
the gathering in a suitof pink tights with 
trimmings of different colors. He is about ; 
feet 8 inches in height and weighs something 
like 140 pounds. He is finely proportioned 
and has muscles of large develop- 
ment. Dr. Thornton, who had 
charge of the details, opened the 
exercises With a lecture touching on Nor. 
mando and other Cases somewhat similar 
that are found in the medical literature. He 
laid stress on the point thatthe phenomena! 
feats Normando was about to show were not 
due to pathological but to physiological con - 
ditions, A hideous looking skeleton, at- 
tached toa swinging wire, was before the 
lecturer and he illustrated his lecture by 
touching a rib, the shinbone or some other 
part of the dead man’s remains. In 
the meantime Normando employed himself 
rubbing resinon his hands to prevent his 
slipping on the carpet that had been spread 
onthe platform for his performance.

The 
bill was referred to the Committee on Public 
Improvements after it was introduced in the 
House, and Delegate Alt began a 
war on it at once. Treasurer 
Foerstel was using his personal 
influence with the members of the committee 
to get them to report the bill favorably, and 
he was getting along pretty well until Dele- 
gate Alt’s opposition manifested itself. 
FIGHTING THE BILL. 

Delegate Alt isa popular fellow and a per- 
sonal friend of Chairman Huber. He is on 
good terms with all the other members of the 
committee, too, 50 his hostility 
told on the chances of the bill. The 
committee put off a report on tiie Dill from 
one meeting to another, and Treasurer Foer- 
stel put on the full panoply of war and went 
after Delegate Alt. The two met in the 
House of Delegates, and a lively set-to fol- 
lowed, Treasurer Foerstel intimated that 
Delegate Alt didn’t know a 
piece of legislation when he 
it, and the Delegate said that the 
‘Treasurer’s reasons for desiring the 
passage of the bill were more selfish than 
they appeared to be onthesurface.
